Burglars made an unsuccess­ 
ful attempt to blow open the 
safe in the money order depart 
merit of the Brainerd postoffice 
Sunday night, and escaped with 
about $200 in stamps and cash, 
taken from one of the stamp 
tills near the general delivery 
window. Over one hundred dol­ 
lars worth of stam ps in higher 
denominations were overlooked. 
Henry Anderson, janitor 
fit 
the 
po>t office, discovered the 
robbery 
when be went down to work at five 
o'clock Monday morning. 
The trail 
of th** robbers could be plainly trac­ 
ed, from the outside basement door 
on the east side of 
the 
building, 
through several doors which were 
“ jim m ied" open, to the first 
floor, 
where 
lite actual work was accom­ 
plished. 


Blew Combination From Door 
The large safe, which is really a 
vault, is in the money order section 
of the1 post office, and is divided from 
the rest of the first floor by a glass 
partition. 
This was the scene of 
the major operations. 
From appe ar­ 
ances, it would seem th a t the burg­ 
lars worked on Hie theory th a t if 
the combination were blown 
from 
the door. the vault could be easily 
opened. 
A charge of nitro-glycerlne 
had been poured in behind th e com­ 
bination, and discharged. Other than 
blowing the combination dial from 
the door, no damage was done. Soap, 
used with the nitro-glyeerine 
was 
sputtered all over the room. 


Stamps Dropped on Floor 
It is thought th a t the noise from 
the explosion frightened 
the 
men 
away or that, seeing that another 
charge would be necessary to force 
the safe door, gave it up as a bud job, 
A stamp till, used by David Good­ 
nature, one of the clerks at the g» n- 
t nil delivery 
window, was forced 
open and cash and stamps am ounting 
to about tw o hundred dollars Taken. 
A few stamps were dropped on the 
floor nearby and others in the base­ 
ment, showing that the men evident­ 
ly made their escape by the same 
route th a t they entered. 
A 
large 
sledge hammer, a wrecking bar and 
the head of a plck-axe were left be­ 
hind. 


Entrance Through Basement 


In forcing an entrance th rough the 
basement, two 
locked 
doors 
were 
broken open, the woodwork around 
the door* and the locks being badly 
damaged. 
The private office of Post­ 
master Carl Adams was entered ami 
the door from this office leading into 
the lobby was held open by a cusp:

Only one charge was used Sunday 
night, and that was placed behind 
the combination in the center of the 
door, 
It could not be stated this morn­ 
ing just how much the robbers misl­ 
ed by being unable to force the vault.

H AI I BOA i» RATES 


FEW subjects are receiving more general and widespread in 
terest than that of railroad rate?!. 
Listening in to the talk of the 
man in the street would incline the listener to believe that he 
agrees with the many w riters who affirm that there must be a 
downward revision of rates. 
Probably, neither he nor the w riter 
would have anything of this kind carried to the point where it 
would work hardship upon tie railroad.; and prohibit the con­ 
tinuance of their efforts to improve their tracks and equipment. 
But they are agreed thai the present rales Are not calculated to 
serve the best interests of the railroads themselves. 
The public is more or less inclined to believe that the m an­ 
agements of the railr:'. bs are indifferent to suggestions by which 
efftciencx of operation miphi be introduced and rates reduced. 
President Harding recommended consolidation but this consoli­ 
dation was to be ar; a Aged voluntarily by the roads. 
Such an 
arrangement is not likely to take ct re of the weaker roads which 
might be considered a burden by the larger and stronger ones. 
Therefore voluntary con olidaliun is not very promi sing. 
A t a time when public opinion is none too favorable to the 
railroads, it might be expected that the managements of the 
roads would be intent upon adopting a policy that promises im- 
proxed operation, with a view lo removing tho grounds of criti- 
cisna, but the indurations are thai the m aim 'rm ents are inclined 
to pursue their present course without introducing any changes 
into their policy. 
If they continue in this way they may invite a 
rebuke from the public through their representatives which WHI 
be subversive of the hest interests of the railroads .grid of the 
country at large. 
Because public opinion is c r itic a l is a good reason why it 
should not be flouted. A conciliat ory policy will get better results 
than a belligerent oho, and sensible compromise intended to meet 
the demands of public opinion will be more effective loan defiance. 
consolidation in England has rnadi possible a reduction in 
rates through more economical operation of the lines. 
In Canada 
similar r* suits are being obtained, and there seems to be no valid 
reason why consolidation should not bring benefits if arranged 
in the United States. 
Publ;e opinion is such at iircscnt that the 
I ailroads come in for considerable criticism and it is not likely 
that this will have been silenced by the day of the election in 
192B 
Certain leaders in congress, whose following was vastly 
increased in 1922, are making the Esch-Cummms law and the 
commission which is deb rminipg the value of the propel ti s of 
the railroads their t a i n t s in political propaganda and ii is uhs . < 
to predict that their attacks will not influence many votes. 
To 
have such men gain their ends would be little less than calami! ills 
and the railroads have it in their power to take Hie force out of 
these attacks by furthering some policy which will lead to more 
economical operation of the railroads with a corresponding re­ 
duction in railroad rates. Defense of the present cond lions which 
a ie condemned by a large pail cf the public will not change the 
attitude of the public; to change this attitude something construc­ 
tive must be done to remove the grounds of criticism. 
The railroads are attem pting to meel criticism by showing 
that they have made remarkable improvements during the past 
year but that does not change the attitude of a public which be­ 
lieves that the present system of operation is costly and that the 
rates they pay might be reduced and the improvements continued 
under more economical management, 
It is true that many would 
howl it consolidation were attempted because they would conclude 
that such consolidation would result in strengthening the power 
of the railroads in the economic aud political life of the nation, 
but when consolidation had proved its value and hail led to a re­ 
duction in rates and more economical management the public 
would respond to the advantages realized, 
Something must lie 
tried to stem the tide of criticism and resentment and either the 
railroads must take the initiative el* they may find themselves 
functioning under legislation unfavorable to their interests.

TUE people of Minnesota will be ph ased to learn that ex-Sen- 
ator F rank B. Kellogg has been named Ambassador to Great B rit­ 
ain. 
It is true that in 1922 the voters of Minnesota refused to re­ 
turn Senator Kellogg as their representative in the higher branch 
ol the I nited States congress but he was defeated, not because the 
voters tailed to appreciate his good ((utilities but because economic 
conditions bud resulted in a discontent which called for a change 
in representation. 
Tile fact that this able man was defeated in ail election does 
not mean that the people of his state fail to appreciate him. Lloyd 
G e o r g e was defeated by the electors bul the people of B ritain hold 
him in high esteem, Theodore Roosevelt never reached th height of 
his ambition which prompted him to seek election in 1912 and pre­ 
disposed him to consider nomination in 19IG, but that does not 
prove that Theo. Roosevelt was not popular in this country. 
Few 
Americans have been as highly esteemed as lie. 
The 
people of 
Minnesota will rejoice that the ambassador to Great Britain is the 
Hon. Frank B. Kellogg, aud they will feel that in this appointment 
the President has chosen a man who has the qualities o f mind and 
b e a n and the experience and intelligence which will qualfy him 
to represent the United States in London. 
By appointing F lank Ii, Kellogg the President has chosen a 
man who can interpret the Middle West to tin* British people. The 
B ritish have often failed to understand and appreciate the attitude 
cf the people of the Middle West. This was true during the war 
when England was advised again and again that the feeling in 
the Middle West was such that ii would be 
impossible 
for 
the 
United States to become associated with the Allies in the World 
war, 
The consciousness of the Middle West differs from that of 
the Eastern states and as ambassadors are usually from the East 
or the South this will lie a departure from the usual which carries 
promise of a better understanding in Britain of the reactions of 
the people of the United States who live towards the West. 
An ambassador must have an extensive 
knowledge 
of his 
country aud its government’ami of the mental attitude of those in 
power and k rank B. Kellogg has had a large experience in Wash* 
inglun which will guarantee that he will lie able to Interpret the 
I nited States to the people and government of Great Britain. By 
his appointment the Middle West is honored and his home state 
Will rejoice with him iii the high honor which is his.

RAILROAD RATHS 


F ew subjects fire receiving more general and widespread in 
terest Ilian that of rail read rates. Listening in lo the talk of the* 
man in the street would incline the listener to believe thai he 
agrees with the many w riters who affirm I hat there most be a 
downward revision of rates, 
Probably, neither he nor tho writer 
would have anything of this kind carried to the point where it 
would work hardship upon toe railroads and prohibit the con­ 
tinuance of their efforts to improve their tracks and equipment. 
But they are agreed that the present rates are not calculated to 
serve the best interests of the railroads themselves. 
The public is more or less inclined to believe that tho man­ 
agements of the railroads are indifferent to suggestions by which 
efficiency of operation might be introduced and rates reduced. 
President Harding recommended consolidation but this consoli­ 
dation was to be arranged voluntarily by the roads. 
Such an 
arrangement is not likely to take ca»e of the Weaker roads Which 
might be considered a burden by the larger1 and stronger ones. 
Therefore voluntary consolidation is not very promising* 
At a time when public opinion is none too favorable to the 
railroad®, it might be expected that the managements of the 
roads would be intent upon adopting a policy that promises im­ 
proved operation, with a view lo removing the grounds of criti­ 
cism, but the indications are that the managements are inclined 
to pursue their present course without introducing any changes 
into their policy. 
If they continue in this way they may invite a 
rebuke from she public through their representatives which will 
be subversive of the best interests cf the railroads and of the 
country at large. 
because public opinion is critical is a good reason why it 
should not be flouted. A conciliatory policy will get better results 
than a belligerent one, and sensif Ie compromise intended to meet 
the demands of public opinion will be more effective than defiance. 
Consolidation in England has made possible a reduction in 
rates through more economical operation of the hues. 
In Canada 
similar results are being obtained, and there seems to be no valid 
reason why consolidation should not bring benefits if arranged 
in the United States. Public opinion is such at present that the 
railroads come in for considerable criticism and ii is not likely 
that this will have been silenced by the day of the election in 
1924.' 
Certain leaders in congress, whose following was vastly 
increased in 1922, a-e making the Ksch-Cummins law and the 
commission which is determining the value of the propel ties of. 
the railroads their targets in political propaganda and it is unsafe;' 
to predict that their attacks will not influence many votes. 
To 
have such men gain their ends would be little less than calamitous 
a n i the railroads have it in their power to take the force out of 
these attacks by furthering some policy which will lead to more 
economical operation of the railroads with a corresponding re­ 
duction in railroad rates. Defense of the present conditions which 
are condemned by a large part of tho public will not change the 
attitude of the public; to change this altitude something construc­ 
tive must be done to remove the grounds of criticism. 
The railroads are attempting to meet criticism by* showing 
that they have made remarkable improvements during the past 
year but that does not change the altitude of a public which be­ 
lieves that the present system of operation is costly and that the 
rates they pay might be reduced and t he impr ovements continued 
under more economical management. 
It is true that many would 
howl if consolidation were attempted because they would conclude 
that such consolidation would result in strengthening the power 
of the railroads in the economic and political life of the nation, 
but when consolidation had proved its value and had led to a re­ 
duction in rates and more economical management the public 
would respond to the advantages realized. 
Something must be 
tried to stem the tide of criticism and resentment and either the 
railroads must take the initiative or they may find themselves 
functioning under legislation unfavorable to their interests.

Lloyd 
George was defeated by the electors but the people of Britain hold 
him in high esteem, Theodore Roosevelt never reached th height of 
his ambition which prompted him to seek election in 1912 and pre­ 
disposed him to consider nomination in 19IG, but that does not 
prove that Theo. Roosevelt was not popular in this country. Few 
Americans have been as highly esteemed as he. The people of 
^Minnesota will rejoice that the ambassador to Great Britain is the 
Hon. f rank B. Kellogg, and they will tee! that in this appointment 
the President has chosen a man who has the qualities of mind and 
heart and the experience and intelligence which will qualfy him 
.to represent the United States in London. 
By appointing Frank B. Kellogg the President lias chosen a 
man who can interpret the Middle West to the British people. The 
British have often failed to understand and appreciate the attitude 
of the people of the Middle West. This was true during the war 
when England was advised again and again that the feeling in 
the Middle West was such that it would be 
impossible 
for the 
United States to become associated with the Allies in the World 
war. The consciousness of the Middle West differs from that of 
the Eastern states and as ambassadors are usually from the East 
or the South this will be a departure from the usual which carries 
promise of a better understanding in Britain of the reactions of 
the people of the United States who live towards the West. 
An ambassador must have an extensive knowledge 
of his 
country and its government and of the mental attitude of those in 
power and Frank B. Kellogg has had a large experience in Wash­ 
ington which will guarantee that he will be able to interpret the 
United States to the people and government of Great Britain. By 
his appointment the Middle West is honored and his home state 
will rejoice with him in the high honor which is his.
